he whole of the business of these com- 
nies is now being carried on by the Dunlop 
Rubber Company direct, a Dunlop official 
explained in an interview, and these com- 
panies themselves have become redundant in 
consequence of the creation of the four large 
Dunlop divisions covering the manufaeture 
and sale of general rubber goods, footwear, 
garment, and sports goods.

“Ghe Phenix Park. 


One afternoon recently, writes a corre- 
spondent, I went to the Phoenix Park with 
a friend who was being taught to drive a 
motor car. As we drove round the outer 
circle several tin -, I had plenty of time to 
look round, and it seemed to me that the 
people of Dublin really make use of about 
one-eighth of this magnificent area. To 
most visitors the football, cricket and polo 
grounds, the People’s Gardens and the 
Zoological Gardens, represent the Phoenix 
Park. A few stragglers may be seen in 
the neighbourhood of Chapelizod and the 
Furry Glen, but comparatively few go far 
enough afield to appreciate the magnificent 
views of the Dublin Mountains and the city 
which can be obtained from the higher 
levels. The reason is, of course, that the 
distances are too great for ordinary pedes- 
trians, especially elderly people, who have 
only an hour or so to spare. Only cyclists 
and motorists can experience the full 
benefit of ‘these wide spaces, and the 
exhilarating breeze which 1s nearly always 
blowing over them. ’Buses are not allowed 
inside the Park, and the visiting tourist 
who wishes to see it in its entirely must 
hire a jaunting car or a motor yehicle at 
considerable expense. It seems to me that 
a good case could be made for allowing a 
‘bus company the exclusive right to carry 
passengers round the Phoenix Park, in one 
vehicle only, at a reasonable fare. Such a 
convenience would, I am sure, be greatly 
appreciated not only by tourists, but also 
by elderly people who are unable to afford 
the cost of a private conveyance.

Hillside fires, usually started by 
human agency, in spite of the broken 
bottle theory, account for the destruction 
of many rahbits, hedgehogs, mice and 


birds. I have frequently noticed smal! 
corpses lying on the Bray to Dublin road 
in the early hours of the morning—birds 
that had been hit by windscreens, stoats 
and rats that took a chance once too often. 
The dead body of a bird or small animal 
“is never visible for lone: those munder- 
takers of the insect world, the buryine 
beetles. make rapid and effective arrange- 
ments for the burial.

Free State motorists are making their cars 
last longer. 

According to the latest trade returns, im- 
ports of touring cars last month were worth 
only £30,073, as compared with £48,053 in 
July. 1932, while the value of commercial 
vehicles brought into the country decreased 
from £3,958 in July, 1932, to £504 in July, 
1933. 

For the same two months, however, imports 
of parts and accessories increased from 
£51,256 to £65,644. 
“Members of the motor trade in Dublin 
yesterday smiled at the suggestion that the 
trend. of imports might be explained by the 
assumption that more cars were being 
assembled in this country. : 

“ The entire Free State assembly, outside 
of Ford’s; would not -be more than fifty 
cars.” one of them assured me, ' Cars are 
imported in the same form as they were 
before the duties were varied, and the manu- 
facture of bodies. here has not progressed 
bevond the experimental stage.” 

é“ The explanation of these figures,” another 
manufacturer said, “ is that people are having 
their cars. repaired in preference to buying 
new ones. They are encouraged to do so 
by the fact that unassembled parts—except 


a few of the very large parts—are duty free. |

| BIGGER LEATHER 
| IMPORTS, 


PRICE LIKELY TO 
INCREASE. 


A remarkable increase in the imports of 
dressed leather is revealed in the trade returns 
for July. During that month; it is shown, 
the value of imnorted leather was £22,845. 
an increase of £13,570 over the figures for the 
corresponding month of last year, while the 
value for the seven months (January-July. 
inclusive) was £111,305, as compa with 
£76,010 in 1932. 

On inquiry both at Messrs Winstanley’s 
end the Lee Boot Factory, Cork, an Jrish 
7'imes representative was informed that this 
increase is due to several circumstances. The 
reason is partly that the Free State boot 
factories are improving their business, due 
to the tariff on foreign boots and shoes, and 
gs that the manufacturers are laying 'n 
arger stocks because the price of leather 
has increased of late, and is likely to increase 
still further. 

“Why,” is was asked, “is this supply 
being purchased from cross-Channel sources 
instead of at home?” The answer given was 
that the Free State tanneries are incapable 
of supplying this particular trade, ‘‘ Upper :' 
leather, which is not tanned in this country 
at all, can be imported free of duty, but 
leather for soles can only be brought in 
under licence, in spite of the fact that the 
Irish firms cannot cope with more than a 
very small fraction of the demand, 

The tariff, it is stated, has proved a failure 
if its object was to encourage the native 
tanning industry, for nobody seems anxious 


to start one, owing to the very large capital 
outlay which would be involved. Meanwhile, 
the export of hides still goes on, and many 
uf these hides, no doubt, find their way 
back to this country after providing employ- 
went for English factories. The value of 
exported hides last month was almost double 
that of July, 1932 (the figure of £12,709 
represented an increase of £5,650), while for 
cne first seven months of this year the value 
was £80,961, as against £62 for last year.

Mr. George Middleton, Chairman of the 
Tithe Committee of Queen Anne's Bounty, 
took the war into the enemy’s camp yester- 
day, when he addressed a mass meeting of 
farmers at Saffron Walden, Essex. 

There was a large attendance, which in- 
cluded most of the clergy in the district, 
and a number of “ Black Shirts.””. — : 

Mr. R. A. Butler, M.P. for the Division, 
who presided, read a letter from the Bishop 
of Chelmsford, stating that a friendly settle- 
ment was desirable, and expressing his best 
wishes for the success of the meeting. : 

Mr. Middleton, who was subjected to a 
great deal of interruption, warned the agita- 
tors that the Bounty was not going to be 
driven into a settlement. In his official 
nid he knew that agriculturists were 
fighting with their backs to the wall, esve- 
cially those who bought their farms after 
the war at very high prices, and often with 
borrowed money. 

Tithe rent charge was a property that was 
as inviolate as lana itself. Agitators who 
set out for confiscation without regard to the 


owners of tithe were forging a weapon that. 


could be used against themselves if ever the 
time came, e could not conceive any 
Government, let alone a Socialist Govern- 
ment, who would differentiate between the 
rights of land-owners and tithe-owners. He 
thought the 1925 Act was a justifiable. settle- 
ment, and as it was the law of the land, 
agitators, as citizens, should be proud to 
obey the law 


THE TREASURY. 

If the Church of England was disestab- 
lished it would net help tithe-payers. _ Tithe 
rent charge would then be paid to the 
National Treasury. Tithe now being paid 
in Wales went to the Public Debt Commis- 
sioners, who showed no merey. | Ninety per 
cent of the Welsh tithe was being paid. In 
the event of disestablishment the community 
would see that tithe, as a property, wz paid 
to the Treasury, and those failing to pay 
would be penalising the taxpayer. 

The policy of Queen Anne’s Bounty was to 
show the utmost consideration to hard- 
pressed cases where willingness was shown to 
pay. Where a man could pay and would not 
then the policy was to show no mercy. Over 
two thousand cases of hardship had been 
settled by granting remission. In no cir- 
cumstances would a fiat rate: remission be 
granted in order to settle the dispute, and 
the Bounty was not likely to be intimidated 
into a settlement on such a basis. He be- 
lieved that as agriculture improved so would 
tithe agitation decrease. & 

He advised all hard cases to state their 
case, disclose the full facts of their position, 
end Queen Anne’s Bounty would then con- 
sider remission. )

PARISH OF. ST. MARY’S, 
BLESSINGTON.

history of St. Mary's Parish, Bless- 

ington: for it commemorates the 250th 
anniversary of the consecration of the fine 
old parish church. The church was built by 
Michael Boyle, Archbishop of Dublin, and 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland, and was conse- 
erated on August 24th, 1683. This is re- 
corded on the handsome marble tablet in the 
chancel, placed there by his son, Morrough, 
Viscount Blesinton. Archbishop Boyie also 
presented the Communion plate, and the six 
‘“sweet-sounding ’’ bells. 

Early this year it was felt that this impor 
tant occasion should not pass over without 
some token of gratitude to God for His 
favour and goodness to the parish all these 
250 years. Accordingly it was decided to 
raise a Commemoration Fund, which, im the 
first instance, should be devoted to certain 
renovations necessary in the church fabric, 
especially the roof, which has proved any- 
thing but watertight for some time. An an- 
peal was drawn up by the Rector and 
Churechwardens, with the resuit that, in a 
few weeks, £69 1s. 6d. was collected in sní: 
scriptions, and the necessary work on the 
roof and repairs in the tower were carried 
out. « grant was given from the Beresford 
Fund, pele it is hoped to establish some per 
manent .memorial to note the occasion. 

The Archbishop of Dublin showed a kindly 
interest in the project, and preached on 
Sunday, July 30th, from the text, Ps. xliv,1: 
“We in eard with our ears, O God, our 
fathers have told us, what Thou hast done 
in their time of old.” The Archdeacon of 
Kildare was the special preacher in the 
evening.

RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES AS

The Senator said that he 
was only asking that the owners of land 
in fee simple should get the same terms as 
were given to the landlords under the 1925 
Act. The owners of vested lands were 
getting a remission of half their annuities 
under the bill, and it wonld be manifestly 
unfair that because a man “held his land in 
fee simple he should not get similar relief. 
The only loss the State would sustain by 
buying lard so held would be about £25,000 
or £50,000 a year. 

Senator Sir JOHN KEANE said that it 
was very hard to understand the attitude 
of the Government m the matter. There 
was no jutification for the anomaly which 
existed between the “farmer ying an 
annuity and another farmer holding in fee 
simple. Except for the conditions of their 
tenures, they were in exactly similar posi- 
tions. There appeared to be a penalty on 
thrift. If a man borrowed and owed money, 
there was always a chance that he need not 
pay, but if a man used his own money to 
meet his obligations he should suffer a loss. 
It was not only in respect of land that this 
doctrine held; it was abv, Mas trate 
and was an encoyfagement to in debt, in 
the hope that pnder some political blanket 
the debtor might be able ta escape kis lia 
bilities.

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he considered 
the new principles enshrined in the bill as 
economic heresy, and, if carried into effect 
that they would result in a reduced standard 
of living of the people. 

Mr. QUIRKE said that it was an extra- 
ordinary position for a man like Mr, 
Counihan, who was supposed to be represent. 
ing the farmers, to adopt—to be consistently 
overlooking every branch of industry except 


cattle. 

Mr. O'ROURKE said that in regard to 
oats, at any rate, every man had the same 
story. Thousands and thousands of barrels 
were left. over from last year and no one 
to take them off the farmers’ hands. The 
farmers were not getting an economic price, 
and the Cereals Bill was an absolute failure, 
What was the good of producing stuff if they 
could not sell it. At present he knew that 
cattle were being bought for £7 a head in the 
Free State, and then smuggled across the 
border and sold three days later for £12 10s, 
What was wanted in regard to oats was to 
have a bounty on it, as in the case of other 
produce, 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he supported ‘the 
bill because to denounce it was to denoynce 
everything that the late Minister for Agricul- 
ture prided himself on. 


“A REVOLTING SIGHT.” 

, Mr. AIKEN, replying, said that the House 
had had the rather revolting sight of Senators 
Milroy and Gogarty lashing their own lazy 
bodies in front of the Senate. Neither of 
them took any interest in the debate, If the 
bill in the form that it now was— 
with the amendments put into it by the 
Senate—contained, as these Senators said, 
a destruction of the security of tenure, then 
they had an explanation to give to the 
country as to why they were too damn lazy 
to come in and put down amendments to 
secure that tenure. The bill made a £2,000 
limit. becanáe there was a reasonable hope 
and certainty that farms under that value 
would be .reagonably used from the point of 
view of the requirements of the community, 
The, nation: could not afford to ignore farms 
valued over that, amount, while coming for- 
ward with proposals to examine the use of 
holdings under £2,000. 

With regard to oats, said the Minister, 
the Government believed that if the farmers 
did not get a good price for that produce this 
year it would not be because oats could not 
carry á price that would remunerate them. 
If any of the oat merchants endeavoured to 

urchase oats at a very small price from the 
armers, and they benefited by the price of 
oats now, and hold them until the priee must 
inevitably rise, the Government would have 
to step jn and see that these men did not rob 
the farmers. 


EFFEOT OF ‘THE BILL, 

The Senate, he said, had been carried off 
by a few “stunts” in connection with this 
bill. The attempt to rob the taxpayers of 
£8,000,000 in order to give the farmers who 
did not require it the money was one 
** stunt,”’ He did not think that any 
Senator could say that the bill destroyed 
security .of tenure. He thought that the 
Senate, as well as everybody else, realised 
the economic situation, and that, where they 
had a population, many of whom were un- 
employed and willing to work the land, no 
Government could stand idly by and let large 
tracts of land be misused. When this hill 
‘was finally passed they hoped that they 
would be in a position to secure that the 
owners of land in this country, if they did 
not. give employment and produce in the 
fullest interest of the country, would be made 
to get out, and that the land would be used 
for the benefit of the country. 

The bill passed the final stage without a 
division. 

The Senate adjourned sine die.

Free State trade returns recently have 
been telling a monotonous tale of de- 
clining prosperity, and the average citizen 
nowadays has little heart to read them. 
The figures for the first seven months of 
the present year, however, which we print 
to-day, must arrest the attention of the 
most casual observer ; for they illustrate, 
almost for the first time, the really 
calamitous effects of Mr. de Valera’s 
economic war. The Free State's total 
volume of external trade for the twelve 
months that ended on July 3ist, 1952, was 
some £83,000,000; for the corresponding 
period that ended on July Sist, 1955, it 
fell to £55,255,000—a drop of more than 
one-third. Imports fell from £48,959,000 
to  £34,782,000, and exports from 
£33,242,000 to £19,397,000—or more than 
42 per cent. The adverse balance 
amounts to £14,309,000, as compared with 
£14,887,000 for the previous twelve 
months ; but this year it is 25 per cent, of 
the total volume of trade, whereas last 
year it was only 16 per cent. The figures 
for the seven-month period—January July 
—are even more alarming. Total trade 
has fallen from £44,000,000 to £30,000,000, 
in rough figures. Exports have dropped 
from £16,500,000 to £10,000,000, and im- 
ports from £28,000,000 to £20,000,000. In 
short, the bottom has fallen completely 
out of the Free State's trade. i 

Almost every item in the trade returns 
bears its tragic lesson ; but a few instances 
will suffice to show the manner in which 
Mr. de Valera’s policy is ruining the 
Free State. Between January and July, 


1932—just before the outbreak of the. 


economic war—cattle were shipped from 
Free State ports to the value of £5, 402,000 ; 
during the same period of this year the 
yield was £2,955,000. Thus there has been 
a fall of some 46 per cent. in the country’s 
income from its cattle, although the 
Government has provided large export 
bounties to encourage the farmers. The 
export of pigs has fallen from £736,000 
to £192,000. In the case of poultry there 
has been a collapse from £55,000 to £7,000 ; 
but, perhaps, the most striking case is 
that of horses. During the first. seven 
months of 1932 the Free State exported 
6,160 horses to the total value of £1,067 606 ; 
this year she exported 5,968 horses to the 
total. value of £304,784. Here is a decline 
of 63 per cent. in the yield of the horse- 
breeding industry, which is of such 
enormous moment to this country. The total 
value of all the live animals which were 
exported this year was £3,756,000, as com- 
pared with last year’s figure of £7 886, 000. 
Is Fianna Fáil completely blind to the 
significance of these facts? 

A general election may. be declared at 
any moment or it may be postponed 
for a few years; but of one thing 
we may be sure. There will be no 
election until Mr. de Valera is ready for 
it, At the moment the Opposition, not 
only in Dáil Eireann, but throughout the 
twenty-six counties, is disheartened and 
disorgahised. Cumann na nGaedheal, the 
Centre Party, and the numerous Inde- 
pendents all seem to be at cross-purposes. 
Mr. Cosgrave still commands the respect 
and confidence of all the constitutional 
elements, but his party has ceased to be a 
vital force. The situation is complicated 
seriously by the emergence of General 
O’ Duffy as the leader of a movement with 
political amhitions. Although it has been 
banned as an illegal organisation, there is 
a prospect that, at some future date, the 
National Guard—no doubt, in another 
form—may constitute a rallying point for 
the younger men and women who have 
sufficient wisdom to see the utter folly of 
Fianna Fdil’s campaign against Great 
Britain and the Empire. Surely, therefore, 
the time has come when a determined effort 
should be made to bring about some 
semblance of unity between the parties 
of the Opposition. Nothing can be gained 
by the attempts of General O'Duffy and 
his lieutenants to outwit the Govern- 
ment, or by continued indulgence in a 
political game of blindman’s buff. General 
O’Duffy’s movement has tended to weaken 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Party; and, if Mr. de 
Valera should drive a wedge between them 
by means of a general election, all hopes 
of economic recovery might vanish.

Timber from Russia. 

Britain’s good faith in regard to the 
Ottawa agreements is being tested by Mr. 
R. B. Bennett, the Canadian Prime 
Minister, who has invoked Article XXI. 
of the agreement between Britain and 
Canada. Article XXI, is directed against 
the dumping of foreign, State-aided goods 
in either country, to the detriment of the 
other’s produce. It insists that, if a 
foreign country exports its wares, arti- 
ficially cheapened by State subsidies, to 
Britain, so that Canadian producers suffer, 
Britain must consent to limit her imports 
of such foreign goods; and Canada gives 
Britain the same guarantee in return. 
This is one of the basic clauses of the 
Anglo-Canadian agreement; and now Mr. 
Bennett has invited Britain to honour her 
bond. The Canadian lumber industry 


complains that Britain is importing timber.

cannet compete, and urges that, since the 
Russian industry is frankly State-owned 
and State-aided, it falls within the scope 
of Article XXI. At. present, indeed, 
Canadian timber costs no more on the 
British market than Russian timber, but 
the producers merely are selling because 


they cannot get any better prices, and 


actually are working at a loss. In normal 
circumstances Russia can  undersell 
‘Canada, and, thanks to what is known as

They declare that 
the Board of Trade, if it wishes to observe 
the letter and spirit of the Ottawa agree- 
ment, must cut. down imports of Soviet 
timber to such a level that the Canadian 
producers will be certain of a market in 
Britain, and that Canada must receive 
a clearly defined and increasing quota. 
We assume that the British Government, 
which thus far has paid full attention to 
its commitments at Ottawa, will ni 
the justice of this plea from affriendly 
Dominion. There are two why it 
should limit supplies of timber & 
| Russia. In the first place, it is bóompd by 
the letter of the agreement with Chada; 
for Mr. Bennett clearly has the right on 
his side. In the second place, it acts 
foolishly when it encourages ecommerce 
with Russia, whether or not that com- 
merce is to the detriment of the British 
Empire. Britain's only sensible policy is 
to buy goods from the nations that buy 
from her—and Russia is a poor customer 
of Britain. Furthermore, all the money 
that is spent on Russian goods goes to 
build up a nation which reckons the 
destruction of the British Empire among 
its chief objects.

Cruelty to Animals. 


A correspondent to-day describes the 
savage beating of a donkey, which she 
witnessed on a country road in Kerry. We 
fear that, for all the labours of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
and for all the vigilance of the Civic Guard, 
such wickedness is committed often in the 
Free State. Persons who are cruel by 
nature, and have helpless creatures— 
horses, donkeys and dogs—at their mercy, 
are not chastened effectively by a small 
fine or even by a short term of imprison- 
ment. When punishment is so light the 
temptation to indulge their brutal instincts 
remains strong—especially in unpeopled 
places where such acts of cruelty are likely 
to escape notice. Our correspondent pleads 
for legislation so severe and so deterrent 
that, even in the remotest and loneliest 
places, cruel men would not dare to risk 
defiance of it. She suggests a law under 
which only such persons as will treat 
animals humanely will be qualified to keep 
them. A Protection of Animals Act, which 
embodies this principle, became English 
law during the present year ; and last week 
its sanctions were applied for the first time. 
In a case at Kingston a man was found 
guilty of cruelty to four dogs ; two convic- 
tions for cruelty to animals already had 
been recorded against him. He was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, and, under the new Act, 
was disqualified permanently for the hold- 
ing of a dog licence. We hope that Deputies 
and Senators will exert themselves quickly 
to put a similar Act on the Free State 
Statute-book ; for its results could not fail 
to be beneficent and far-reaching. Horses 
and dogs are necessaries of rural life in 
Ireland, and the travelling tinker is incon- 
ceivable without his sombre train of 
donkeys. If repeated cruelty to horses, 
dogs or donkeys were punished by a per- 
petual disability to keep such animals, the 
law would become a real and ever-present 
terror to all potential offenders. 
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British Fisheries. 


Last year’s report on British Sea 
Fisheries records another heavy fall in the 
herring industry. In 1913 the total 
herring landings in England and Wales 
amounted to 7,313,000 hundred-weights, 
whereas last year they amounted only to 
2 354,000 hundred-weights. This fall is 
described by Mr. Henry Maurice, 
Secretary of the Fisheries, as SA 
catastrophic decline.” Although the 
average value of pelagic fish has risen from 
Ss. 10d. to 7s. Od. a hundred-weight, the 
industry is in a very bad way. There has 
been a fall not only in the number of land- 
ings, but also in the number of boats 
engaged in the trade, the average fishing 
time for every boat, the number of women 
employed in gutting and packing, and in 
the number of barrels cured and exported. 


‘The fleet assembled for the East Anglian 


autumn fishery numbered nearly 150 vessels 
fewer than in 1932, and the number oí 
barrels cured was the lowest since the Great 
War. There was a marked drop im the 
landings of wet fish for the year. Strangely 
enough, cod showed an improvement, 
which was shared by oysters and shell fish 
generally ; but there was a fall in haddock, 
and other varieties also were scarce. Sea 
fisheries ought to be among the most valu- 
able assets not only of Great Britain, but 
also of Irelind. Housewives in the Free 
State often cannot obtain fish of any sort, 
except the dried or tinned variety, while 
the seas about our shores are teeming 
with rich supplies. A really progressive 
Government would devote time and 
trouble to the problem of the fisheries 
rather than to grandiose plans for sugar 
and cement factories.

Bacon in Summer. 


The Ministry of Agriculture stat: 
officially to-day that more bacon Is | 


sumed in the summer than at any other 
time in the year, and that the increase |s 


not in the industrial centres, but in the 
coast towns. It declared that the peak 
period for the sale of bacon was on August 
Bank Holiday. People have more moue\ 
to spend when they are on holiday, and 
spend it on food. The northern industria 
worker, particularly, insists upon a meat 
tea when he is on holiday, and this means 
bacon and eggs or cold ham. Other factors 
add to the summer bacon boom in the shape 
of picnics and travelling, both of whic 
call for plentiful supplies of ham, while 
this meat is much in use at the seaside for 
an easily prepared meal. 


The Brewers’ Exhibition. 

One of the great: trade features of 
London for the past fifty years has ! 
the Brewers’ Exhibition, held at the Agr- 
cultural Hall, Islington; and on most 
occasions there has been a notable display 
of Irish-grown barley. This year there 
will be no exhibition. It was stated to- 
day that-the additional penny a pint tax 
placed on beer by Lord Snowden was the 
real cause. For some time past brewers 
have been working at about two-thirds of 
their full capacity, and only since Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain reduced the beer tax 
last April has production began to increase. 
The effect of the relief, however, will not 
be felt by this autumn, and brewers are 
not in the market to purchase the 
machinery, which usually forms a 
———_ feature of the exhibition. It 

as been decided that an exhibition shal! 
be held next year, to open on November 
3rd. while a cup annually offered in a 
bottled beer competition will be held as 
usual this year in a City hotel during 
October. 


Russian Timber. 

One of the most important questions 
involved in the negotiations with the 
Soviet Government for a new commercial 
treaty concerns the importation of Russian 
timber. It is imperative that due con- 
sideration shall be given to the views 
of the Canadian Government, which have 
been placed before Mr. Walter Runciman, 
the President of the Board of Trade, bv 
Mr. Bennett, the Prime Minister oí 
Canada.. The suggestion has been mace 
that there shall be a reduction by one- 
half of the quantity of timber that Russi 
shall be allowed te send in the future; but 
whether this clear-cut reduction will | 
accepted by the British Cabinet on the 
one hand. and by the Soviet Government 
on the other, remains to be seen. In any 
case, it is anticipated that a limit will be 
placed on the importation of Russian 
timber, and that the quantity will be sub- 
stantially lower than that formerly im- 


ported.

FRAUD CHARGES

'T'3E trial of the brothers Carl and 
Heinz Lahusen, joint owners of the 
huge ‘‘ Nordwolle ’’ woollen goods con- 
cern, the biggest in Germany, on charges 
of being responsible for the failure of the 
company in 1931, opened this morning. 
The brothers are accused of fraud, falsifi- 
cation of records and balance sheets, and 
issuing misleading information to creditors. 
The public gallery of the courthouse 
was crowded. The examination of the 
accused men is expected to last a fort- 
night, and the.whole trial several months. 
The indictment alone covers five hundred 
pages, while other legal documents occupy 
a further ten thousand pages. 

As soon as the proctedings began a 
clash occurred between the public prose- 
cutor and counsel for the defence; for the 
latter objected to the documentafy. evi- 
dence supplied by chartered accountants 
by order of the prosecution, om the ground 
that the evidence was purely against the 
Lahusen brothers.

Carl Lahusen, former managing director 

of the “ Nordwolle ” concern, said that 
he could not believe that an objective 
memorandum could be expected from the 
accountants in view of their close connec- 
tion with one of his chief creditors, the 
Deutsche Bank. 
_ The public prosecutor, in a three hours’ 
speech, disputed the allegations against 
the chartered accountants, and said that 
the time had now come after two years to 
speak openly regarding the untruths, dis- 
tortions, reproaches and insults that had 
been circulated about the Lahusen case, 
and which had been believed by the masses 
owing to their circulation in sections of 
the Press. 

The prosecution was still awaiting 
vainly for the material which the defence 
claimed to possess, and which they said 
would sweep the accusations away like an 
avalanche. 

The chartered accountants, the public 
prosecutor declared, had been unable to 
find anything favourable to the accused 


men.

‘An inquest was opened in Drogheda yes- 
terday on Mrs. Mary Everitt,. Collon, Co.

The trial recalls the banking crisis 
which two years ago Germany was called 
upon to face as a result of the failure of 
the Norddeutsche Wollkaemmerei and 
Kammgarnspinneri, or. Nordwolle, which 
had 400,000 spindles running, employed an 
army of 30,000 workpeople, and produced 
half of Germany’s domestic woollen re- 
quirements and half of her exports of 
woollen goods. 


BRITISH LOSSES. 


It was a crisis which shook big banking 
and other undertakings to thcir founda- 
tions, and even endangered the stability of 
the Reichsmark, while at the same time 
causing losses to British banks totalling 
several hundred thousand pounds sterling. 

The “ Nordwolle’’ failure was the im- 
mediate cause of the collapse of the 
Darmstaedter Bank, bringing in its wake 
the closing of all important banks in the 
Reich, of all Stock Exchanges, and the 
bankruptcy of many concerns in close 
touch with the Nordwolle. 

Anxiety prevailed abroad; for much 
British and foreign capital had been in- 
vested in Germany. The Bruning Govern- 
ment, however, acted quickly. Dr, Luther, 
President of the Reichsbank, cut short his 
London visit; President von Hinden- 
burg broke off his vacation at 
Neudeck; the Cabinet began to hold 
day and night sittings: emergency 
decrees of all kinds were issued ; the banks 
received State support; action was taken 
against the flight of capital abroad; a 
threatening inflation was averted: and 
after nine weeks the gigantic task was 
finished, 

Business had become: almost normal 
again, and then the struggle to regain the 
world’s confidence began. The stock ex 
changes in Germany re-opened on Septem- 
ber 2nd, the Reichsbank reduced its dis- 
count rate again (during the crisis it had 
jumped up to 15 per cent.), and all ‘that 
remained was the settlement of the ‘‘ Nord- 
wolle ’’ collapse. 


COMPLICATED POSITION. 


In July, 1931, the Lahusens announced 
that their logses at the end of the preceding 
year amounted to 24,000,000 marks. A 
fortnight later (July 21st) bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were opened against the company. 

The leading creditor bank of the ‘‘ Nord. 
wolle ” concern, the Darmstaedter Bank, 
says the indictment, had been given by 
the brothers Lahusen a “' false picture of 
the status of the concern,’ inducing the 
creditors to give excessive credits. 

The second charge was based on the 
alleged discovery of a number of secret 
accounts, of false entries in the books, and 
of entering into the books fictitious debts, 

A large number of chartered accountants 
had to be mobilised in order te obtain some 
sort of a clear idea of the assets of the com- 
pany, Characteristic of the divergent views 
of the experts was the fact that uo fewer 
than seven different balance sheets up to 
the end of 1930 were drawn up by them, 
showing deficits varying from 24,000,000 to 
200,000,000 marks.

AN EXPERT'S VIEW. 

Mr. ffrench Davis, of Salmon Pool, who 

is the principal exporter of salmon from the 
vicinity of Dublin, and is a of the 
Dublin Conservators of Fisheries Board, said 
yesterday that this had been a bad season and 
that since May, last his fishing had practically 
stopped. From February this year until the 
end of July he had exported over a thousand 
salmon, but more than 800 of those fish had 
heen taken before the end of May. His take 
in 1931 during the same period was 1,638 
salmon, He mentioned that the Ringsend 
fishermen had had a very good time because 
of “the drought,” He had also heard that 
there had been good catches on the Black- 
water, Co. Cork, while on the Boyne they had 
been go a poor time. He had not 
been hit so badly as had been the case on 
uther rivers, but he thought that they must 
have had a hard time in the West. 
_ He thought that the quantity of fish in Free 
State rivers had been goin "An during the 
past few years and that, this was mainly due 
to the absence of a proper system of spawning 
the rivers. In a philanthropic kind of way 
the Zoological Society did something. They 
had supplied about 70,000 ova, but 700,000 ova 
was more like what was required. For fear of 
disease the importation of ova was not 
allowed, and a suggestion to the Government 
to establish hatcheries had had no result, 

The Riyer Liffey was a magnificent Ae 
cround, but the weirs and passes wante 
altering and improving. The river was not 
stocked to one-tenth of its capacity, while 
the fishing on the Boyne would, if properly 
stocked, be immensely improved. He thought 
that the Government ought to provide a 
special fund for the stocking of rivers, and 
he added that this money could be raised 
out of the fishery rates, People interested 
would be willing to pay, and be content. with 
the opportunity which the stocking of the 
rivers would give them of a return. Well- 
stocked rivers would attract sportsmen to the 
country, and the local people would only be 
too glad to.see the riyers improved from the 
anglers’ point of view. 


THE EXPORT MARKET: 

Referring further to the export market, Mr. 
flrench Davis said that 90 per cent. of the 
rted. Prices were 

poor in. Dublin—a little worse than on 
the other side. 

“We have lost ten per cent., which we 
would have cot normally, owing to the tariff ; 
but although we have to pay this ten per 
cent., prices obtained actually make it worth 
while fo export.”’

Robert Thomas Banks (32),. an actor 


; manager, of Great Yarmouth, professionally 
| known as Tony Lennox, was fined £25, with 


seven guineas costs, at Preston yesterday, for 
failing to register under the Theatrical Em- 
ployers’ Registration Act of 1925, in connec- 
tion with a revue, ‘‘ Tap Your Feet.’”’ 

Mr. H8H. fazackerley, a solicitor, said that 
the revue opened out at Birmingham on 
April 1, and afterwards rap at Sheffield, 
Bradford, Liverpool, Stockport, and other 
towns before coming to Preston. 

Artistes in the show complained to the 
Preston police that Banks was not able to 
ay them any wages whilst they were at 
reston. 

Two detéctives went down to the theatre 
and saw members of the company seated at 
the back of the stage and in various dress- 
leg rooms, and the complaint was again made 
that they had received no pay for that week. 

Several of them wished to return to their 
homes in various parts of the country, but 
they had no money to pay their fares, and 
there were others who were unable to pay for 
their lodgings while they remained in Pres- 
ton. 

Mr. Fazackerley continued that, when in- 
terviewed, Banks made a long statement, in 
which he said that after he had paid for the 
lease at the end of the week he had a sum 
of £31 in hand. The man who had loaned 
out the show to him—it was previously tour- 
ing as “ Knocking the Gong Around ’—de- 
manded £10 for rent and arrears, and that 
had to be paid. 

Banks also said that he paid the comedian 
in full, and after paying incidental expenses 
had only £6 19s. 11d. left. This he shared 
out among sixteen members of the company, 
each ow nine shillings and three pence, 

Mr. Fazackerley added that Banks had, 
however, since taken steps to ensure that 
be ma of the company left Preston in 
ebt. 

Banks told the Court that when he took 
the show over he understood that the licence 
taken out by the previots manager covered 
him. ‘The girls in the show, he said, never 
received less than a week, and they 
never left any town in debt. Not one mem- 
ber of the show wished to go home, and they 
had all been re-engaged.
